Rabies is an infectious, microbic 


disease. 
The microbes are in the 


mouth and saliva of tho dog. 


Lameness occurs once in a while 


before the throat ceasef^o swallow 
water, saliva or food. 


As many mad dogs are sluggish 


and indolent as are excited, and 
snappy. 


Vou cannot drive a dog mad or 


frighten it into madness, if it has 
not caught rabies from some other 
animal which bit it some weeks pre- 
viously.

The "sweetest and dearest pet 


Poodle in the world" may abruptly 
go mad and bite tho hand that ca- 
resses it. 


Hydrophobia cannot be stamped 


out by denying it and shutting tho 
public's eyes to it.

Kabies, once it starts, is fatal in a 


few days, but it can be prevented 
absolutely by the Pasteur preventive 
vaccine. 
This treatment should bo 


uejjun when thc bite occurs in order 
to head off the rabies microbe.*, 
which slowly work their way from 
tho locality of the wound to the 
spinal cord. 
This may take from 


three weeks to a few months. Tho 
vaccine works destruction to the 
rabies germs in three weeks.

Pointers For -.Young Orchardists 


By \V. S. KIUjlXpSXVORTir."; ' 


The primary purpose of the arti- 


cles treating on pomology (appear- 
ing in tho Sunday Tribune) is to as- 
sist the. amateur orqhardlhl in tho 
selection, planting and subsequent 
care of his trees and vines. 


Taken 'for granted, ho has a loca- 


cation suitable- for the purpose for 
which he intends it. then comes the 
Important/task, the selection of trees 
and vines,*;.. 
In making, this selection there are 


two important points to bo observed. 
First, the variety of fruit that will 
thrive best in the soil ho has select- 
ed, climatic conditions, of course, bo- 
ing also taken Into consideration: 
second, the condition, as well as ago 
of trees and vines, he Is about to 
select. 


Where trees and vines have been 


well cared for in, "nursery row," one 
will find that one-year-old stock has

or vines, tho other thrown away 
rom them.

The trees or vines where the soil 


was thrown were simply "smoth- 
Ted," and the trees or vines where 
he toil \\-as thrown away, died from 
exposure, the roots being exposed to 
he heat, a natural consequence. 


This loss can be eaf/ilv avoided by 


imply drawing the soil away from 
he "smothered' tree or vine, with 
x hoe. When this Is done, 
dig 


round the tree or vine to loosen 
he soil, and vice-versa, with tho 
rce or vine the .soil was thrown 
rom.

It Is an erroneous idea for one to 


hlnk that all he has to do to acquire 
i full bearing, remunerative orchard, 
s to plant his trees or vines and na- 
ure will do the rest.

public is 


aware of. 


Usually the orchnrdist, when plac- 


ing an order for nursery flock, speci- 
fies time of shipment. In the mean- 
time he Is preparing his soil in or- 
der that the stock may be planted 
on arrival, as experience has taught 
us that the more a tree or vine Is 
handled the less liable it will provo 
u satisfactory grower or producer. 


IX PROCESS. 


As a rule, nursery stock Is deliv- 


ered during January and February, 
at which time climatic conditions 
may be such that a delay in planting 
may be caused. 
Such being the caso 


the stock is taken from the s.traw or 
tulc, in which it was packed, and 
"healed" In. This Is done by dig- 
ging a trench, the dimensions of 
which are to be determined by tho 
spread of the roots and the number j 
of trees or vines to be thus treated. 


The "healing" in process is a dan- 


gerous one; especially is It the cas-o 
where the stock is allowed to remain 
any length of time. 


Should there be continued rain, 


followed by warm weather, the sap 
will begin to flow, which naturally 
starts the fibrous roots, and th<j buds 
will also swell. It is not an unusual 
sight to see "healed" in trees In full 
bloom. This may be noticed In cer- 
tain varieties of plums and peaches. 


\Vhen this condition arlt.es, should 


the toll still be too damp for plant- 
ing, the stock may be taken from 
the trench for the purpose of expos- 
ing the roots. 
This should continue 


twenty-four 
hours, 
provided, 


however, the hot north wind is not 
blowing. This exposure will check 
the flow of sap as well as growth of 
fibrous roots. 


The 
stock 
should 
again 
be 


"healed" In. This "exliumlng" pro- 
cess is :i dangorcHJs one. and should 
not be practiced more than once, for 
constant checking of the sap and 
wilting the fibrous roots puts the 
troe or vine in ,-in Impoverished con- 
dition.

gin planting at once.

will be the numbor'of square feet for 
each tree or vine, which, divided 
into the number of feet In an acre. 
43,660, will give the number of trees 
or vines to the acre.
